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Concordia playoff picture - fall sports 


Four Concordia Stinger teams will be heading into post-season play this coming weekend. 
Here’s the rundown: 

Women’s Rugby - The Stingers finished in second place with a 6-2 win-loss record. 
Concordia defeated the Ottawa Gee-Gees 49-0 in the QSSF semifinal Sunday and have advanced 
to the conference championship versus the McGill Martlets. The title game will be played Sunday, 
Oct. 29 at 1 p.m. at McGill’s Macdonald campus in Ste. Anne de Bellevue. 

McGill and Concordia met twice during the regular season. The Martlets won both games by 
scores of 41-5 and 53-14. Sommer Christie was the key Stinger in the games. She scored 14 of 
the team’s 19 points versus McGill. 

The winner of the game will advanced to the CIAU championships, which will be held Nov. 2- 
5 at Bishop’s University in Lennoxville, Que. 

Men’s Rugby - The Stingers finished in a three-way tie for first place in the standings with the 
McGill Redmen and the Bishop’s Gaiters. All three had 4-2 win-loss records. The tie-breaker (points 
for) saw the Stingers relegated to third place. Concordia will play McGill in the QSSF semifinal 
Sunday at 1 p.m. at Rutherford Park. 

The cross-town rivals have played two games this season with each team winning one. The 
Stingers won by a score of 13-7 and the Redmen have a 13-5 victory to their credit. 

The winner will advance to the QSSF championship versus Bishop’s. The game will be 
played the following weekend in Lennoxville, Que. Concordia is the defending Quebec university 
champion. 

Women’s Soccer - Concordia finished in fourth place in the QSSF with a 5-6-1 win-loss-tie 
record. The Stingers will travel across town to Molson Stadium to play the first-place McGill Martlets, 
who are ranked No. 1 in the CIAU, on Friday at 6:30 p.m. 

McGill owns the regular season series, having won the two matchups by scores of 2-0 and 1- 
0. Watch for rookie defender Kathleen Grzybowski to have an impact on the outcome of the match. 
She was named Concordia’s player of the game in both contests. 

Men’s Soccer - Concordia finished the QSSF season in third place with a 3-3-4 record, 
including an impressive 1-1 tie with the No. 1-ranked McGill Redmen on the last day of the season. 
The Stingers will face the second-place UQAM Citadins next weekend. (The exact date and time 
have yet to be determined.) 

It tends to be a defensive battle when these teams meet. In their two regular season games, 
the scores were 0-0 and 1-0 for UQAM. Key players for the Stingers will be mid-fielders Medhi 
Mourali and Xavier Renard, who played well in previous games with the Citadins. 


Top CIAU wrestlers heading to Concordia 


The 2000 Concordia invitational wrestling tournament, which will take place Sunday, Oct. 29, 
promises to be one of the biggest and best in university history. Approximately 120 wrestlers, includ- 
ing 25-30 in the women’s divisions, are expected to compete. 

Preliminary matches will be held at both Loyola High School and in the Concordia Gym, 7200 
Sherbrooke St. W. The finals, which are expected to begin at 4 p.m., will be held in the Concordia 
Gym. 

Some of the best young wrestlers in Canada and the Eastern United States will compete. 
Participants will represent clubs and universities from Edmonton, Detroit, Newfoundland, New 
Brunswick, Ontario, as well as a large Quebec contingent. University teams will come from 
McMaster, University of New Brunswick and Queen's - to name a few. 

“There should be a lot of CIAU medallists at the tournament,” said Rob Moore, an assistant 
coach with the Concordia Stingers. “There will be some established CIAU contenders. We expect 
McMaster to bring a strong team.” 

Jason Chen (68 kilos) and Martine Dugrenier (56 kilos) will be the top Concordia wrestlers 
competing. Chen was a silver medallist at the 2000 CIAU championships, while Dugrenier brought 
home a bronze medal. 

The tournament will begin at 8:30 a.m. 


Concordia Athletes of the Week 


Candace Patterson of the women’s rugby team and Mathieu Garston of the men’s rugby 
team have been named Concordia Stinger athletes of the week for the period ending Oct. 22. 

Patterson, a third-year flanker, scored four tries in two games to help the Stingers reach the 
QSSF championship game this coming weekend. Last Wednesday, she scored one try in 
Concordia’s 25-0 victory over the Ottawa Gee-Gees. The win secured second place for the Stingers. 
On Sunday, she scored three tries in the the QSSF semifinal game, a 49-0 win over Ottawa. A 
native of Baie d’Urfé, Que., she is studying in the applied human sciences program at Concordia. 

Garston dominated the Stingers’ last regular season game Sunday. Concordia defeated 
Bishop’s 17-7, and Garston, a fly half, scored all 17 points for the Stingers. He scored one try and 
kicked four penalties. The 26-year-old Quebec City native executed the game plan very well. He 
was solid on defence and creative on offence. Garston is studying in the TESL program at 
Concordia.
